Claim 9 (Currently amended) A method of generating a stably transformed barley plant 
comprising a stably expressed transgene, the method comprising introducing the a Ds element 
comprising the transgene into a barley plant and introducing a nucleic acid sequence encoding an 
Ac transposase into the barley plant before or after the step of introducing the Ds element, 
whereby the Ds element comprising the transgene reint e grates integrates into a barley plant 
genome through transposase-mediated excision; and selecting a barley plant in which the Ds 
element comprising the transgene is integrated , generating at l e ast two generations of progeny in 
which th e transg e ne is express e d, thereby obtaining the stably transformed barley plant 
comprising the stably expressed transgene. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently amended) The method of claim 9, wherein the Ds element is 
introduced into the barley plant using introducing of the Ds element comprising the transgene is 
by bombardment-mediated transformation of barley plant cells followed by regeneration of 
barley plants from the cells. 
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Claim 13 (Currently amended) The method of claim 9, wherein the introducing of the 
nucleic acid sequence encoding an Ac transposase is introduced by a sexual cross. 

Claim 26 (Currently amended) The method of claim 9, wherein the step of selecting 
comprises selecting barley plants in which a single copy of the Ds element is reintegrated 
integrated .
